1 . The amendment filed July 5, 2006 is entered and claims 1 5-27 are pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 15-27 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the claimed 
invention is directed to a display apparatus. 

Independent claims 15-21, 23, and 26-27 identify a uniquely distinct feature Ihe 
single opposite electrode overlapping the plurality of common power supply lines, and 
the single opposite electrode being formed for the plurality of pixel electrodes". 

The closest art, Utsugi et al. as discussed above, either singularly or in 
combination, fails to anticipate or render obvious the above limitations obvious.
